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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 03/09/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In light of applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection under 35 USC § 
112, first paragraph in the previous Office action. The examiner hereby withdraws the 
rejection. 

On pages 8 and 10 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that none of the 
references taken individual or in combination teach or suggest applicant's claimed 
invention. 

In response, the combination of the cited references does indeed teach 
applicant's claimed invention. In addition, applicant's attention is directed to the 
teaching of the cited references in the previous Office action. 

On page 8 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that applicant's system does 
not REMOVE radios from groups in order to decrease collision. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., not REMOVE) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

For the above reasons, the examiner believes that the rejections to claims are 
proper.
